It appears to us extortionate and 
unconscionable to- charge £25 for the use 
of £100 for three months, which is at the 
rate of 100 per cent. per annum, The de- 
fendant will be within a very short time in 
receipt of what would be sufficient to settle 
this claim if your clients are prepared to 
meet her on reasonable terms. Ve coniider 
that, if your clients would consent to accept- 
ing the amount advanced, £100, with in- 
tevest, at, say, 20 per cent. per annum, and 
arrange to give some time for payment, we 
would be inclined to advise Mrs. McGrath to 
agree. In the event, however, of no settle- 
ment being arrived at, we warn you against 
proceeding on foot of this writ, owing to the 
affidavit groundii¥; it being defective.”

APPLICATION TO OUASH. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 

MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The hearing was concluded of the applica- 
tion made on behalf of Kathleen V. Hewson, 
of Askeaton, to have made absolute a con- 
ditional order to have brought up for the 
purpose of being quashed the rates for general 
purposes for the County of Limerick, which 
were contained in the estimate of the 3rd 
May, 1926, and made by the Limerick County 
Council for the services of the year ending 
the 31st March, 1927, on the grounds that 
they contained a sum of £17,854 in respect 
of alleged deductions from the agricultural 
grant payable to the County Couneil for 
this year; that they contained provision for 
a sum of £8,000 by way of recoupment of a 
deficit of £71,414, which was alleged to have 
been illegal over-expenditure on roads during 
the five years ending the 3lst March, 1925; 
and that provision was made for levying 
current rates otherwise than for the purpose 
of providing sufficient income to set off out- 
goirgs properly incurrable for the year’s 
current services. ; 

Mr. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. Hayes 
and Sons) appeared for Ms. Hewson; and 
Mr. Phelps, K.C., Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and 
Mr. Corbet (instructed by Mr. Philip J. 
O’Sullivan) for Limerick County Council, 

Mr, Phelps, K.C., continuing his argument, 
submitted that the power to levy was given 
to the County Council in respect of liabilities 
which they had to discharge, and that the 
rate could not be impeached as being in any 
way invalid. It had been stated that the 
County Council were concealing the fact that 
they were going to spend £8,000 less on 
roads, and that they deliberately struck a 
rate for the purpose of roads which was not 
really required. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—That they put into 
the estimate £8,000 under the heading of 
expenditure on roads, which was to pay off 
an old illegal expenditure. 

Mr. Phelps—There is nothing to show that 
the Council ever did that. The most that 
can be said against the Council with reference 
to that is that they hoped to make a saving, 
and, if they did, to credit it. 

Counsel went on to say that no hardship 
had come upon the county by the striking of 
the rate. The money had not been diverted, 
but spent in the proper way. The County 
Council had struck a vate which had been 
proved beyond yea or nay to be a necessary 
one, and every penny levied for the purpose 
of the roads had been levied in the proper 
direction.

Seddall), for the assignees, produced a letter 
written by Mr. John Treacy, solicitor, Der, 
to the Official Assignee, in which it was 
stated that Mrs. McGlinchy admitted that 
she owed the bankrupt £67 5s. 3d. 

The witness was unable to give the date 
of the £50 cheque which she said she ought 
to have got credit for. A man named 
Devanny, who had been in the employment 
of the bankrupt, she said, came to her and 
told her, as a matter of conscience, that she 
had not got credit for one £50 cheque which 
she had sent to Mrs. McFadden. 

The witness undertovk to send up to the 
Official Assignee all paid cheques, counter- 
foils and documents relating to her account 
with the bankrupt from 1919 to 1926, and 
the examination was adjourned.

i CASE FOR PROSECUTION. 

The case for the prosecution was that 
prisoner burned his dwellinghouse and out- 
offices at Knockanish, Tralee, on December 
17th, 1925, and on the following January 
lodged a claim for £2,500 with the Kerry 
County Council for malicious destruction, and 
was awarded £1,050 by the Circuit Judge, 

Guard Gaffney, Tralee, gave evidence of 
having found certain articles in pink new 
house occupied by prisoner after the burning. 
Some of these articles, said witness, were 
included in the claim as having been 
destroyed. 144 

Inspector O'Reilly, Tralee, said that the 
accused man,-in a statement, said that he 
threw water on the fire and removed articles 
of furniture. Prigoner mentioned that he 
suspected two men of having set:the place on 
fire, as they were claiming his farm in 1922. 
— persons were not on good terms with 
im. 7 

In cross-examination, “witness admitted 
having ascertained that women who visited 
the house the day before the burning were 
unfriendly to Daly. 

ACCUSED MAN'S DENIAL. 

The prisoner was examined, and denied 
having burned the premises. ,He first knew 
that the house was on fire when a falling 
iron awoke him. He released twenty dairy 
cows and three horses from the stables, and 
removed barrels: of corn and furniture. He 
continued to remove small articles of firni- 
ture until the flames prevented him. 
Although none of his own cattle was ever 
injured, those owned. by other persons who 
grazed his farm were. stabbed,. In 1919. or 
1920, two men named Fitzgerald abused him- 
self and his wife and said that “if we did 
not clear out of the house they would blow 
us up.” They challenged witmess several 
times to give up the place. In 1924, one of 
the Fitzgeralds and another man arrived out- 
side the house and. stated that they were 
stil] claiming the land, which he should give 
up. 

Denis O'Donnell, manager, Tralee “Co- 
operative Creamery Society, of which Daly is 
a shareholder, said that. Daly. supplied to the 
society milk to the value of £225 in 1925, 
his debt. being £150. 

INSURANCE OF PREMISES. 

Answering Mr. Justice Hanna, the witness 
said that it was Daly who suggested that the 
insurance of his premises be increased from 
£500 to £1,500 some vears ago. 

Mr. Redmond Roche, High Sheriff for 
Kerry, was examined as regards decrees 
lodged with him as against the defendant. 

Mrs. Daly, wife of the prisoner, stated 
that it was she who prepared the list of the 
household articles destroved by the fire. She 
did not claim for anything that was not 
burned. | 

Mr. O'Donnell addressed the jury for the 
defence, and Mr. Bewley, K.C., replied for 
ihe State. 

Mr. Justice Hanna summed up at length. 

The jury, after a long absence, found the 
prisoner guilty, and Mr. Justice Hanna sen- 
tenced him ag stated.

THE COST PER HEAD. 

Mr. O’Donnell said that it was not easy 
correctly to contrast the cost of governing 
the Free State to-day with the cost of 
governing that part of the country before 
the war, but at the same time it was fairly 
certain that they could make a good 
estimate by comparison on the basis of the 
cost per head of the population. If any- 
thing, indeed, the cost per head in 1914 as 
compared with the cost in 1926 of governing 
was rather jn favour of the Free State than 
against it, therefore his comparison «ould 
not be unjust, but the cost of governing. the 
Free State to-day, whether they arrived at 
it by comparison with the cost per head of 
the population in 1914, or by comparison 
with England or Northern Ireland, or with 
any country in Evrope, was very nearly 
double what it ought to be, If this 
country had the slightest chance of sur- 
viving either in agriculture, industry or in 
any one of the phases of national life, there 
was not the slightest hope of it doing so 
if their present burden of expenditure was 
continued. | 

The andited figures showing expenditure 
for the Free State during the four years 
ended March, 1926, were 122 million pounds. 
The total amount paid for damage to pro-

of ordinary services, On that figure, the 
cost per head of the ulation was £ 
about ó times what it was in 1014.

England was* 800 millions 
a year, of which 350. millions went in pay- 
ment of war debt and war pensions, he 
Free State had no war debt and practically 
no war pensions, except such as they had 
created themselves, and therefore the 
difference between the two countries in the 
sense of debt was in favour of the Free 
State. Assuming that England was in the 
position of the Irish Free State; she could 
wipe out all her income tax, all the spirit 
duties, and half the beer tax. If England 
maintained, as she did, services of the 
highest kind, why could it not be done in 
this country? 


WHY THE NORTH STAYED OUT. 

The question was often asked, Why did 
the North not join in with the Free State? 
but if there were not racial or other 
differences to keep the North separate, 
there was a stron economic reason 
which kept the North from coming in. 
The. Northern. Government had introduced 
the Widows, Orphans, and Old Age Pen- 
sioners Contributors Act, The Old Age Pen- 
sion age was reduced to 65 years. The Free 
State had done nothing of that kind; the 
Government had not attempted social legis- 
lation at all, The men in the North had 
shown them the way of true humanity and 
Christianity. 

A newspaper, in an article published last 
March, pointed out that there were 53,250 
State-paid servants, costing £11,500,000; 
their travelling expenses and equipment cost 
£3,500,000, and, in addition, superannuation 
and pension lists cost £2,500,000, making a 
total of £14,593,000, or one and a-half times 
the cost of governing the whole country in 
1914. There was one State servant to every 
59 of the population; one to every 26 of the 
effective. population. . 

The National. Party never were revolu- 
tionary. They believed in progress by work, 
by brain power, by co-operation with their 
felldw-countrymen. Militarism was the curse 
of any country; a standing army was a relic 
of barbarian, and a nation that required a 
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standing army costing much. as that, oí 
theeiiree State was in a"bad"way, “- 

In conelusion, he said. thet he doubted if 
any party that was ever dreamt of could do 
more to ruin the country than the meh who 
had ruled it for four years. 

A vote of ‘thanks to Mr. O'Donnell con- 
cluded the proceedings. 


NOVEL ASPECT OF 
CONSTITUTION. 
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SALE OF STORES PROHIBITED. 


At the Fermoy Urban Council meeting, the 
Clerk read a communication from Messrs. 
Jones and Kelly, architects, Dublin, in refer- 
ence to a rumour regarding the stones in the 
ruined church at the military barracks in 
Fermoy, the removal of which would involve 
a breach of the Constitution. The letter was 
as follows :— 

“Dear Sir We have your letter of the 
2ist March, for which we thank you. We 
are surprised to learn that a tumour is in 
circulation that your Ceuncil refused a reli- 
gious community to remove the stones from 
the Military Chapel. We have been aware, 
and so have our clients, that your Council 
have never, at any time, placed any obstacle 
in the way of our clients attempting to 
secure the ruined church from the Govern- 
ment authorities, 

“Your Council may not be aware, probably, 
that we, acting for the Mount Melleray 
monks, have been in communication with the 
Board of Public Works and the military 
authorities since March, 1925. regarding the 
purchase of these stones. The authorities 
some time ago informed us, after a long cor- 
respondence, that your Council were. con- 
sidering taking over the ruined barracks. 
We. accordingly, wrote you on the 27th 
January, 1927, and you kindly replied in- 
forming us that your Council had no such 
intention. . We. wrote the Board of Works, 
and we received a reply on the 28th Feb- 
ruary, 1927, as follows:—‘ We have taken 
legal advice in regard tb your application “to 
purchase stones from.the church at the above. 
named barracks, and we find a sale of the 
stone would involve a breach of Article XI. 
of the Constitution. We regret, therefore, 
that we are not; im a position, to treat. with 
you in the matter.” We have informed our 
clients, and we feel that nothing more can 
be done, 

“Your Council, we are sure, will agree 
that two years is a long period for a Govern- 
ent Department to find out that selling 
stones in a ruined church would involve a 
breach of Article XI. of: the Constitution.

Mr. W. Power said that it was an extra- 
ordinary thing to know that the Constitu- 
tion could be broken by the selling of the 
stones, when everything of any value had 
been disposed of long “go by the military.

At the: meeting of the City Council 
yesterday Councillor Clokey again referred

A cenotaph has been erected there, but it 
is surrounded with 3; balustrade, and 
Councillor Clokey suggested that this balus- 
trade should be taken down, so that the 
garden when completed would be within the 
view of the citizens and visitors. In_ the 
meanwhile, he had taken the trouble to find 
out what it would cost to take down and re- 
erect the statues. The cost worked out at 
something like £500 per statue, or £1,982 in 
all. He did not object to the proposed re- 
erection of the statues, but he hoped that 
something would be done on the lines sug- 
gested. 

Councillor Kilpatrick agreed that there had 
been a good deal of bungling. in connection 
with the Garden of Remembrance, but there 
was no use in continuing the controversy un- 
less something tangible was submitted.

Jouncillor Midgley supported the ap 
of Councillor Cloke as to the need for the 
progress of the work, but did not go so far 
as to support the method proposed. The 
present state of the City Hall grounds was 
a standing reproach to the administration of 
the city, and: he made an earnest appeal to 
all concerned to sink any little bit of pride or 
haughty feeling that they may have had in 
the past, and to get on with the work for the 
sake of the credit of the city. As one of 
those privileged to return from the war, and 
one who suffered a considerable amount of 
sorrow associated with the war, he had not 
been allowed up to now to express any 
opinion as to the character of the memorial. 
In his opinion a more appropriate memorial 
would have been the establishment of some 
kind of educational institution or the addi- 
tion of a wing to one or.more of the hospi- 
tals in the city. 

Councillor M‘Clure supported the views of 
Councilor Clokey regarding the balustrade. 
He suggested the reconsideration of the pro- 
posal to arrange the statues like tombstones 
in a row, 

Councillor Henderson said that the Im- 
provement Committee had been led into the 
mess by the War M2morial Committee, 

The High Sheriff (Councillor Donald 
Cheyne) said that it would be a mistake to 
remove the balustrade. The scheme was 
nearing completion, and he believed that the 
finished work would be more pleasing and 
satisfactory than was anticipated, 

AMENDMENT WITHDRAWN, 

Councillor Glokey moved an amendment 
that the balustrade of the memoria] be re- 
moved, and Councillor M‘Clure seconded. 

Responding to a request by Alderman Sir 
William Coates, Councillor Glokey agreed to 
withdraw his amendment. 

Alderman Barron, at the close of the dis- 
cussion, said he agreed entirely with the 
view put: forth by Councillor Midgley that 
a hospital would. have u. & more ap- 
propriate and useful-War- Memorial; but,--as 
regards the site for the Garden of Re- 
membrance, the Improvement Committee 
were led into the matter by the War 
Memorial Committee. They asked for a 
site within the city grounds, and the public 
would have been very much nettled if such 
a requést had been turned down.

SEIZED BUTTER.

NO COMPENSATION FOR 
FARMERS. 

In the Dail yesterday, Mr. Heffernan asked 
the Minister for Finance what sums of moncy 
came into the hands of the Exchequer of the 
Free State as the result of -the seizure of 
certain cargoes of butter in 1922. This butter 
was manufactured. in the. creameries of the 
Condensed’ Mitk Company of freland when 
the creameries were in the hands of the 
workers, who had illegally seized them. He 
asked if consideration was given to this 
aspect of the matter when the recent purchase 
of the Condensed Milk Company of Ireland 
took place, and if due. allowance was made 
in the negotiations for this money. Also, if 
the Minister had considered the claims of the 
suppliers whose milk was used for the manu- 
facture of the butter in question, and whether 
the Minister would take steps. to see that the 
peters were paid in part for the milk sup- 

The Minister replied that sums amounting 
to £6,542 10s, 7d. had heen paid into the 
Exchequer by way of offset against compensa- 
tion paid from public funds under the Damage 
to Property (Compensation) Acts, 1925-26. 
The answer to the third part of the question 
was in the negative. With regard to the 
last part, he had received representations on 
behalf of the farmers who supplied milk to 
the creameries while the latter were illegally 
held by the workers; ! but he could not agree 
to make any provision. for payment to them 
in respect of the milk supplied.

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| RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 
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CHURCH OF IRELAND 
COLLECTIONS. 


To-morrow collections will be made in all 
places of worship of the Church of Ireland in 
the Dioceses of Dublin and Glendalough and 
Kildare on behalf of the Diocesan Board of 
Education. This Board, as the official agent 
of the Church, is entrusted with the duty of 
inspection of primary schools under Church 
management or attended by Church children, 
of organising examinations in religious know- 
ledge, and of assisting all efforts towards 
securing that the younger generation shall, 
on leaving school, be equipped, not only with 
a sound secular education, but also with a 
working knowledge of religion. The Board 
is also responsible for the Diocesan Schools 
in Adelaide road and Molesworth street, 
Dublin. In addition, it has of late years 
made special efforts to facilitate the traming 
of suitable candidates for entrance to the 
Church of Ireland Training College in Kil- 
dare place. 

On the proper carrying out of the aims 
and objects of the Board will depend in a 
marked degree the future of the Church of 
Ireland in these dioceses. It is regrettable 
that the work of the Board has not hitherto 
met with that measure of support that its 
importance warrants on the part of the 
ordinary member of the Church of Ireland. 
This may be due to the fact that the man in 
the street does not, as a rule, feel any 
interest in education. He seems to be un- 
conscious that it is an absolutely essential 
condition of progress in both Church and 
State.

Dr. Bingham, who is one of the most 
prominent ministers in the Presbyterian 
Church, has refused to join the local 
optian campaign, although a life-long 
temperance and total abstinence advocate, 
because he is not prepared, on personal and 
public grounds, to lose the services of 
Lord Craigavon. The convener of the Six- 
County Temperance Conference—the Rev. 
T. M. Johnstone, B.A.—has intervened to 
say that both Dr. Bingham and Lord 
Craigavon have abandoned their former 
pronouncements in favour of local option, 
but that no matter who change their 
opinions, the Churches will march solidly 
forward to victory. The issue is thus knit, 
and further development should prove in- 
teresting. The subject is the chief topic 
of conversation in Belfast, and the popular 
sympathy seems to be with the Premier. 
It will be seen that the Prime Minister’s 
political bed is not altogether composed of 
roses. He is constantly being harried by 


contending parties. 


THE PREMIER'S FEARS. 


What, then, is going to-happen in this 
bitter controversy? The bolder of the 
temperance orators declare that they will 
have no dictator, and, one and all, they 
still persist in their slogan of ‘‘ Local 
option in 1929.’’ The Prime Minister has 
said that, in such an event, “ candidates 
would be pledged, some one way and some 
another, risking. the entry into the field of 
third parties, who, taking advantage of the 
split in the Unionist ranks, might win 
through, and capture our Parliament, to 
the end that all we have so hardly won 
might be destroyed. Our margin of safety 
over Republicans, Nationalists, Socialists, 
and the so-called Independents in the 
House of Commons, when the remaining 
Nationalists take their seats, is deplorably 
narrow. There are only seven seats to be 
won by our opponents to overthrow the 
Government and plunge Ulster in chaos.’’ 

As neither side to the controversy seems 
likely to cry a halt, the situation holds 
some interesting possibilities. The 
Premier’s letter to Dr. Bingham has been 
even more devastating in its effect than the 
Newry bombshell; for there is now no 
doubt as to his attitude, whereas it was 
formerly somewhat vague. It seems to be 
a case of the irresistible force coming into 
collision with the immovable body—always 
a fascinating problem. Lord Craigavon 
fears that if the temperance party oppose 
the official Unionist candidates at the next 
Parliamentary elections, and there should 
be, as a result, a victory for the con- 
glomeration of Nationalists and their Par- 
liamentary sympathisers, then Northern 
Ireland would be voted into the Free State 
at the first opportunity, the Liquor Act 
would be repealed, and the moralists 
would be worse off than ever. ) 


ANOTHER LEAD FROM FREE STATE. 


With the coming of spring the air is 
filled with the song of our wild birds, and 
in field and forest, and on the hillside, 
their music adds to the charm of the land- 
scape and increases the beauty of life. 
The blackbird, the thrush and the robin 
redbreast are the most welcome amongst 
our feathered visitors in the outskirts of 
towns, and, of course, the sparrows and 
starlings are chattering and quarrelling 
as usual. Yet in the country there are 
birds whose loveliness of form or outstand- 
ing qualities as songsters render them 
peculiarly liable to capture, and as many 
of these—as well as birds of economic im- 
portance—are becoming rare, it is essential 
that something should be done to preserve 


of owls, peregrine falcon, lapwing (peewit 
or green plover), gulls, with the exception 
of the herring and black-backed species ; 
and because the following are singularly 
liable to attack owing to their great beauty 
or merits as songsters—the goldfinch, 
linnet, greenfinch, skylark, and al] species 
of terns, [t appears that no such recom- 
mendations had yet been made in Northern 
Ireland, but, in answer to the judge, it 
was stated by counsel that protection had 
already been extended to many counties in 
the South of Ireland, in some cases for 
the whole year. The Recorder, who took a 
deep interest in the case, reserved his de- 


cision. 
A CHORUS OF APPROVAL. 


With the exception of an insignificant 
minority, whose prejudice overshadows 
their common-sense, the decision of the Go- 
vernment to revert to the Free State route 
for .the Belfast-London mails has met 
with a chorus of approval. At the meeting 
of the Northern Senate on Tuesday Sir 
William Coates, a pillar of Unionism, 
said that the commercia] community 
were delighted with the arrangement 
to send their correspondence via Kings- 
town and Holyhead, as the delays 
in the mail delivery had caused in- 
calculable loss within the last few 
months. In the House of Commons the 
Prime Minister was tackled by Mr. 
Devlin, the lively Nationalist member for 
West Belfast, on the unnecessary expense 
and inconvenience which had been caused 
by the adoption of the Larne-Stranraer 
route. He pointed out that there was now 
concord and good-wi!] between North and 
South, and said that the Free State gets no 
financial advantage whatever from the 
arrangement, while any loss or dislocation 
results in loss to the North alone. The 
Londonderry Chamber of Commerce also 
favours the Kingstown-Holyhead route as 
the best service for Northern Ireland, and 
at this week’s meeting Lieutenant Frank 
Gilliland, J.P., said that he hoped that 
everything would be done by the Free State 
to make it a success. He also insisted on 
the importance of facilitating the free 
movement of trade and business generally ; 
and, dealing with the pork trade, he men- 
tioned that the Southern traders were 
getting splendid facilities on the Rosslare 
route, and they in the North should get 
as good! facilities via Kingstown as the 
people in the South. 

Happily there is an amusing side to 
the business, and there are broad smiles 
at the discoinfiture of the thirteen—un- 
lucky number—Ulster members of the Im- 
perial Parliament who were clamouring 
at Westminster for better conditions. on 
the Stranraer route, although the 
Northern Government had already com- 
pleted its negotiations for a reversion to 
the Kingstown-Holyhead route. Certainly 
they were made to appear ridiculous, and 
Sir Robert Lynn, who is a member of both 
Parliaments, accuses the Northern Go- 
vernment of having executed a complete 
somersault. Sir Robert, in an interview, 


‘also says that the Ulster Parliamentary 


Party in-the British House of Commons, 
even if they were a lot of noisy school- 
boys, could not have been treated with 
less courtesy. They might at least, he 
declared, have been saved the trouble, to 
say nothing of the ridicule, of advising 
the British Government to give effect to 
Lord Craigavon’s advice when his own 
Government was advising a _ contrary 
course! They naturally feel sore at having 
been placed in such an absurd position ; 
and, after all, who can blame them?

The gravity of a meeting of librarians, 
university professors, and other learned 
men, who met in conference during the 
week-end, was upset by the delicious, if 
unconscious, sarcasm of a child’s answer 
to a question which had been sent out to 
schools to find what books were preferred 
by. the scholars.

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


The concert season has virtually con- 
cluded, and the musical competitions are 
in full swing. At Coleraine the festival 
began on Tuesday and finished to-day 
after some interesting contests. The 
operations of the Society embrace a 
large district, including quite a number 
of towns, and the entries this year formed 
a record, including 22 choirs, 124 vocal 
solo, 74 elocution, and 45 instrumental, 
together with duets, trios and quartettes. 
It is principally a children’s festival, 
established nineteen years ago, to cultivate 
and develop music in pupils attending 
public elementary schools, but it has out- 
grown its original aim, and provides 
classes for advan-ed students. Itiss Denne 
Oxford, who adjudicated, 
praised the choral work and the voices of 
the soloists, but criticised the pronuncia- 
tion in some cases, saying that she had 
the greatest admiration for the Irish voice 
and the [rish way of speaking, but it 
woul! not do in song. In @his she has 
but echoed what other adjudicators have 
said in Belfast and other centres of music.

GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS 
IN ENGLAND. 
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LARGE SUMS FOR REPAIRS 
AND UPKEEP. 


The maintenance and repairs of Government 
buildings, the upkeep of the Royal Parks, 
rates on Government property, the cost of 
stationery and printing, and similar items, 
are to cost the taxpayer £8,744,365 during the 
coming financial year, according to the 
detailed estimates issued in London on Satur. 
day. This amount is an increase of £74,350 
on the last estimate. 

Of the seventeen services ten show in. 
creases, four reductions, only one of which is 
substantial, and three no change. 

The maintenance of art and science build. 
ings in. Great Britain is estimated to cost 

17,996, a saving of £5,205; diplomatic and 
consular buildings require an extra £16,060, 
at a total of £209,800. 

An additional £9,000 is wanted for the 
Houses of Parliament, the estimate being 
£86,110. A new sum of £20,000 is set aside 
for the restoration of stonework, while £5,000 
is ‘allocated for hand-picking and inspection 
of decayed stonework. Maintenance and 
repairs are estimated to cost £71,000, but 
£15,000 is deducted from this amount for 
works which may not be carried out during 
the. year.

CANON FAGAN,

SOME OLD MEASURES 
THAT SURVIVE

The Clare County Board of Health has 
been called upon to decide what is a pottie, 
when that word is used to denote a measure 
of milk. In Ennis they hold that the term 
is used to mean two gallons, while further 
sac? in Kilrush the pottle represents half a 
gallon. 3 
+ The Kilrush folk, according to all. the 
authorities, use the word in its original 
meaning. In “Othello” we find Tago 
talking about “potatoes pottle deep '—as 
deep as a large tankard, “The same Iago 
says of the English, “they are most potent 
in potting,’ meaning that they take their 
liquor in large quantities. To the present 
flay the word survives in the everyday speech 
of the North of England, where the term a 
“ pot of beer " is nearly always used instead 
of a pint of beer. In‘ parts of the South 
of lreland cockles cooked, and shelled are 
sold by the pottle. 

The word that caused the troubie in the 
County Clare Boardroom is not confined to 
liquid measure, It is used as a term in 
the fruit trade. In the Dublin market 
strawberties are sold by the le, and the 
term used to be applied to the measure for 
plums and damsons. In these cases it 
indicates a certain vessel or basket that 
originally was sigaped like a truncated cone. 
The word pottle, however, has been sup- 
planted’ by bushel in sales by heaped 
measure. There is yet another meaning, 
hot connected with buying or selling, 
attached to the expression; it is used in 
parts of rural England for a children's 
game of the hop-scotch variety. 

While the word pottle has gone almost 
completely out of use in Ireland. there is 
another that is a real puzzle to anyone not 
conversant with its use. It is the word 
barrel, as used in the buying and. selling of 
corn, Ip general a barrel is 20 stone of 
wheat, 14 stone of oats, or 16 stone of 
barley, but there are many exceptions, In 
Roscrea a barrel of oats is 12 stone, but 
in West Cork means 33 stone, and in Sligo 
24 stone. The barrel as a measure of corn 
was in common use in Swift's day; thus 
we find him writing: ‘ Several colleges, 
instead of limiting their rents to a certain 
sum, prevailed with their tenants to pay 
the pers of so many barrels of corn, 
as the market went” In the United 
States of America the contents of a barrel 
are regulated by statute. A barrel of flour 
in New York, for instance contains 196 to 
228 |b. net weight. 

Again we find the barrel used as a measure 
for potatoes in most parts of rural Jreland, 
but while throughout Leinster the measure 
contains 20 stone, in Connaught it varies 
from 40 to 96 stone, and in Munster it may, 
according to the district, represent anything 
from 15 to 96 stone. 

In recent times there has grown up a gene- 
ral tendency to drop the use of the word 
barrel, and to conduct dealings in terms of 
the stone or cwt., which represents a standard 
weight throughout the country. In Kerry 
the barrel was never much in use except in 
Kenmare, where it is still the recognised 
measure for wheat. | 
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IRISH FREE STATE 
EMIGRANTS, 
A AR RT 
23,000 FOR CANADA AND U.S. 
LAST YEAR. 


Some interesting facts concerning passenger 
movements from and tothe Irish Free State 
last year are revealed by the returns of the 
Irish Free State Department of Statistics. 

Excluding passengers travelling indirectly 
wa United Kingdom and Continental ports, 
23,575 persons left the Free State during 
1926, while 4,056 came in, thus leaving a 
balance outward of 19,319. In 1925 there 
were 23,432 passengers who left the Free 
State and 3,595 who entered, leaving a 
balance outward of 19,837. © 

Where did those 23,375 people go? * British 
North America got 1,278 of them and the 
United States 22,097. Compared with this 
emigration, 19 ngers arriving here came 
from British North America and 3,977 from 


| the United States. 


In 1925 1,088 passengers went to British 
North. America and 22,344 to the United 
States, the inward traffic for the same year 
heing 61 from British North America and 
3,534 from the United States. 

The figures relating to aliens show a balance 
inward in 1926 of 545 and a balance out- 
ward in 1925 of 946, 


CROSS-CHANNEL TRAFFIC. 

Coming to the traffic. between the United 
Kingdom and the Irish Free State. an ex. 
amination of the figures show that there was 
an excess into the United Kingdom in 1926 
of 15,638 persons, including aliens, about 43 
per cent. of this excess being explained by 
the balance ovtward of British travellers 
from the Irish Free State who travelled ma 
United Kingdom ports to non-European 
countries. 

In 1926 the number of persons whose last 
permanent residence is given as the Irish Free 
State, and whose country of future permanent 
residence is stated to be the United States of 
America, is set down as 21,412. In this con- 
nection it may b; mentioned that the quota 
of Irish Free State immigrants to be ad- 
mitted into the United States during ere gene 
ending the 30th June of this year is 28,567, a 
number which some time ago it was proposed 
to reduce, 

The term ‘‘ permanent residence ' for the 
purpose of classification in these statistics 
is defined as residence for a year or more, 
The number of British subjects who were 
recorded as leaving permanent residences in 
the Trish Free State to reside anently in 
non-European countries is 22,580 in 1926, and 
22,766 in 1925, while the British subjects 
recor led as leaving permanent residence in 
non-European countries to reside permanent! 
in the Irish Free State number 847 in 1926, 
and 1,014 in 1925. 

In 1926 a quarter of the emigrants from the 
Irish Free State, and more than one half of 
the immigrants travelled rita ports in the 
United Kingdom, 

Other matters of interest shown by the 
statistics are, that of the adult emigrants— 
twelve years old and upwards—from the 
Irish Free State to the United States in 1926, 
the males led the females by 261 as 
compared with an excess of females over 
males of 1,587 in 1925, and that the propor- 
tion of male adults was about 51 per cent. in 
1926 and 47 per cent. in 1925.

SCHEME OF MEDICAL 
— INSPECTION, 


A new scheme for the medigal inspec- 
tion of children in the schools of Dublin 
was adopted at the last meeting by the 
Dublin City Commissioners. It was drawn 
up and submitted by the medical] officer of 
health for the city, Dr. Russell, and’ will 
come into immediate operation. 

For a considerable timé past the need 
for medica) inspection of schoo! children, 
both in the schools and in their homes, 
has been recognised as a ‘ preventive 
measure,’ and it is a matter of extreme 
satisiaction that it has at last been taken 


in hand. 
A stmilar scheme has been in operation 


in Belfast since 1923. 


THE SCHEME, 


EFFECT ON THE POPULATION. 

This new scheme will have very beneficial 
effects on the health of the school children 
of Dublin, and incidentally on the health of 
the city population as a whole, Its principal 
area of application will necessarily be in the 
slums. 

In these areas surgical tuberculosis, entail- 
ing deformity of limbs, has been a scourge, 
and many efforts have been and are being 
made to stamp out the disease. The Cappagh 
Open Air Hospital has been doing magnifi- 
cent work in this respect; but in these days 
of advanced scientific methods it has been 
recognised that “prevention is better than 
the cure.” 

The scheme makes provision for the 
appointment of two permanent whole-time 
assistant medical officers of health to act as 
school medical officer and assistant school 
medical officer respectively. Each of these 
medical officers will be assisted by two 
specially trained nurses, To obtain the 
utmost efficiency the salaries set for the 
medical officers are. £700, rising to £900 per 
annum, and £500, rising to £700 per annum, 
and in the cases of the two nurses £182 10s, 


per annum, 
HEALTH RECORDS. 

A very wise provision is made. for eo- 
ordination of the school medical service with 
the working of the maternity and child wel- 
fare schemes, with the object of securing a 
uniform system of treatment. This will result 
in the compilation of a complete health 
record for each child from the date of birth 
to the end of school life. The medical officers 
will also be required to undertake medical 
work in connection with the child welfare 
scheme, 

The first work of these medical officers will 
be to teke a census of the health of the 
school children of Dublin. This will be a 
very important. step, and will give the 
officers a basis on which to form the best 
method of looking after and improving the 
general health of the children. The compil- 
ing of the census will take a considerable 
time, and will involve great labour, as every 
school will have to h> visited and every 
child individually examined. 

SCHOOL INSPECTION. 

The aim of maternity work is to secure 
and protect the health of the mother; and 
the aim of the child welfare work is to 
provide for the health of the child up to 
school age, generally averaged at five years 
of age. The aim, therefore, of school medical 
inspection will be to secure the continued 
preservation of the health of the children, 
It will reveal the condition of all children 
of school age, 

The school nurses, under the medical 
officers, by visits to the homes cf children, 
will establish the health record of the 
children. These nurses will give aid and 
advice to mothers regarding the children free 
of charge. The medical officers will visit and 
“doctor '” children, also free of charge. 

CHILD HYGIENE. 

The benefit that the children will derive 
from this scheme will be immediately seen. 
By constant inspection the first symptoms of 
infectious and other diseases will be imme- 


| diately known, and the cases treated in the 


best medical manner. The ignorance or 
neglect of parents, which might otherwise 
cost a child's life*or cripple it for life, will 
be nulliged, 

Instruction will be given to children, and 
incidentally to parents, on child hygiene, 
because public health is dependent upon per- 
sonal hygiene, and the day-to-day individual 
practice of the principles of preventive 
medicine, 

Children’s teeth will also be looked after 
under the scheme.

Dr. M, J. Hayes, acting medical officer, 
Rirchaven Dispensary, writing in referenee to 
the deaths through starvation and disease of 
four members of the Sullivan family. who re- 
sided at Clashduff, Ardrigole. Co, Cork, states 
that this completes a most appalling con- 
dition of things—a regular famine, 

Mrs. Sullivan’s death, in his opinion, was 
due to starvation, accelerated by ~ influenza, 
and when he visited the house he found the 
five children lying on beds of hay, all suffer- 
ing from starvation and influenza, and one 
dying from pneumonia, 

Influenza is rampant in the district, he 
adds, making a strong appeal to the Commis- 
sioner to come to the aid of similar cases and 
give help in the form of home assistance, if 
thet were in his power. 

Commissioner O'Farrell, in an interview, 
said tnat the assistance officer has definite 
instructions that in eases of extreme iliness 
or extreme destitution’ he is to grant pro- 
tisional relief himself, If any application 
had been made to the dispensary medical 
officer or the home assistance attest in the 
Sullivan case relief would have been granted 
immediately. 

Dr. Hayes states that another of the 
Sullivan children is not expected to recover.

SMOKELESS FUEL AS 'A 
- BY-PRODUCT, 


a 


From & ton of coal, a Manchester 
engineer, who is at present working his 
plant on a commercial basis near Glasgow, 
claims to produce 14 cwts. of smokeless 
fuel, and 29 gallons of pitch free oil. 

He is Mr. Charles Turner, and his re- 
tort, which daily for the past three months 
has had 10 tons of coal put through it, 
was made available this week for inspec- 
tion by industrial, scientific, and Press 
Tepresentatives, together with an inspector 
of the Fuel Research Board. 

The daily products from his single ‘re- 
tort, Mr. Turner claims, are 290 gallons 
of crude oil, valued at 9d. per gallon, 
which can be turned into motor spirit, 
lubricating oil, etc., besides 7 tons of 
smokeless fuel in grades fetching from 20s. 
to 35s. a ton. 

His plant at Coalburn treats the raw 
coal by immersion in super-heated steam, 
and a company has been established in 
Glasgow to exploit the system. The smoke- 
less fuel, which it is claimed gives 30 per 
cent. greater heat than ordinary coa] in a 
domestic fireplace, ignites easily, and is 
being sold in Glasgow at 1s. 9d. per bag. 

The inventor claims that the adoption of 
his system of treating coal will make 
Britain independent of foreign produced 
oil, of which 5,000,000 tons are imported 
annually.

CHANGES OFFICIALLY 
ANNOUNCED. 

The resignation of Lieutenant-General 
MacMahon from the office of Chief of Staff 
and his appointment to the Secretaryship 
ot the Defence Ministry, forecast by our 
Political Correspondent some weeks ago, 
is now officially announced, The expecta- 
tion that he would be replaced on the 
Army Council by Major-General Daniel 
Hogan, General Officer Commanding the 
Eastern Command, is also confirmed. 
Last night’s Dublin Gazette states :— 

“The Executive Council have appointed 
Lieutenant-General Peadar MacMahon to 
be Secretary of the Department of 
Defence, as from 3lst. March, 1927. 

“The Executive Council, on the recom- 
mendation of the Minister for Defence, 
have appointed Major-General Daniel 
Hogan to be the Chief of Staff of the 
Defence Forces of Saorstat Eireann, with 
acting rank of Lieutenant-Genera], with 
effect. as from ólst March, .1927, in suc- 
cession to Lientenant-General Peadar 


MacMahon, whose term of office in that 
capacity terniinates as from that date.” 


THE CHANGES EXPLAINED. 


Lieutenant-General MacMahon’s retire- 
ment from the post of Chisf of Staff was 
due under the Ministers and Secretaries 
Act, which prohibits any of the three 
military members of the Army Council 
from holding office continuously for a 
longer period than three years. The re- 
tirement of Major-General Cronin, the 
Quartermaster-General, and his replace- 
ment by Major-General MacEKoin, has 
already been announced, while Major- 
General Michael Brennan has yet to com- 
plete his term of office as Adjutant- 
General. 

The retiring Chief of Staff replaces Mr. 
C. B. O'Connor as Secretary to the De- 
partment of Defence, and it is understood 
that for the purposes of the appointment 
he will be credited with a number of 
years’ service. 

Before becoming Chief of Staff, Lieu- 
tenant-General MacMahon acted as 
General Officer Commanding the Curragh, 
where he was succeeded by Major-General 
MacEoin, now the new (Guartermaster- 
General. Major-General Hogan, the new 
Chief of Staff, first came prominently be- 
fore the public eye on the occasion of the 
kidnapping by armed Republicans of 
Senator John Bagwell, then general 
manager of the Great Northern Railway, 
Ireland. Major-General Hogan's pro- 
clamation, threatening punitive action 
against Republicans unless the Senator 
was released within twenty-four hours, re- 
sulted in the speedy restoration of Senator 
Bagwell to his friends.

CHEAPER TO BUY AND 
CHEAPER TO RUN, 

_ By John Prioleau. + 
(THe Fasovs Mororinc JovuRnatrsr.) 
I have been asked to give my ideas as to 
what the cars of 1937 will be like, being 
bidden to be very caréful not to poach on 


the grounds of Mr. Rudyard Kipling. In 
some ways, I think, one can make a fairly 


hence will be designed, but in others I 
think that prophecy would be a most risky 
business altogether. 

. All we have to go on to get at the prin- 
ciples of the matter, when you come down 
to the facts of the case, is the rate of 
progress during the past 50 years; but at 
the same time one has to remember that 
every now and then something extra- 
ordinarily good bursts on the world when 
least expected, and to modify the familiar 
phrase, “begins to revolutionise its par- 
ticular brancb.”’ 

Beginning at the beginning, which is the 
front end, and, therefore, the engine, I 
have hopes that we shall get better 
carburettors. Most of the carburettors of 
1927, with very few exceptions, are bad. 
They are wasteful and, as a rule, more 
difficult to start up on a cold morning than 
their predecessors were 20 years ago. 

Magnetos have advanced considerably 
during the past year or two, but there is 
a lot of room yet for improvement. This, 
I believe, we shall get, judging by the way 
in which our newest machines have pro- 
gressed. I believe that we shall have, in 
1937, ignition, which will give a consistenly 
efiective spark at most speeds—the goal 
for which everyone has been striving for 
many years. In the same way, I believe, 
we shall have proper electric lighting and 
that everlasting and baffling puzzle of the 
dazzling headlight will be solved once and 
for all. : 


FEATHER-WEIGHT BODIES. 


Turning to another aspect of the motor 
car as a whole, I have the hardihood to 
prophesy that in ten years time (which 
is a very much shorter period than you 
will imagine) we shall have what we would 
now call feather-weight bodies, which will 
be of the really all-weather type. 

By this I mean that I think that the 
sliding roof, which made its first appear- 
ance at the last Olympia Show, will be 
greatly improved and almost universally 
used, and that the car for géneral utility 
purposes will be, in brief, a kind of saloon 
or limousine, according to its size, whose 
sides will be of the disappearing kind and 
whose roof will be capable of being put in 
any position agreeable to the driver and 
his passengers. 

Upholstery will be, I think, almost uni- 
versally pneumatic, of the non-wobbling 
kind, that is with a series of compara- 
tively smal] diameter air tubes, instead of 
one large pocket of air. The fitting of 
unsplinterable glass will, I am inclined to 
think, be enforced by law—and I for one, 
if I am still alive, shall be very glad 
to see that law passed and put into 
practice. 


BETTER CLUTCHES, 


So far as transmission is concerned, I 
believe we shall have some form of 
infinitely ‘variable gear by then—of the 
magnetic or the friction or the Constan- 
tinesco type. 

Progress during the past five years has 
been so rapid in some directions, and so 
unconscionably slow in others, that. fore- 
casting the design and performance of our 
family car for 1937 is really fascinating— 
fascinating because we are obliged to build 
up a fabric of guess-work on a very solid 
foundation of fact. For example, we may 
take it for certain that the proper and 
economical performance of our engine of 
whatever size may be taken for granted. 

There may be some extraordinarily in- 
genious novelties, or there may not, but 
in any case we may be perfectly certain, 
even supposing the genera] design remains 
exactly the same as it is to-day, that the 
general improvement in performance will 
be very great. There will be, I think, 
great improvement in clutches, supposing 
that our existing form of trafismission is 
retained, and with that improvement will 
come one finger gear changing and im- 
mensely prolonged life of gear teeth. I 
think that steering, as well, will be im- 
proved. 


STEERING GEAR. 


We have to-day a few examples of steer- 
ing gear which gives us that often mis- 
quoted thing “ absolute control of the car 
at all speeds,” but very few. By dint of 
hard work and careful copying of first- 
class examples, I think that in 1957 we 
shall no more worry about our steering 
than about our engines. 

The weakest point of the car of 1927 is 
its springing. Some cars are very well 
sprung, but most of them indifferently or 
badly. Just as one man arose years ago 
and gave the world the best magneto and 
the best gear-box and the best radiator, 
and set the fashion for these things for 
everybody, so I feel confident that there 
will arise a “ Napoleon ’’ of suspension. 

I have no idea what paths he will 
follow in pursuit of his aims, but I am 
confident that in ten years’ time we shall 
have reached, if not a higher standard of 
springing, at least a definite one. At 
present, looking for a car which is properly 
sprung is like having a dip in a lucky 
bag. 


CHEAPER TO RUN. 


I see the 1937 car, judging from the 
progress as defined between 1907 to 1917 
and from 1917 to 1927, as a very light, 
decently sprung, medium-powered car, with 
a body which will really be either open or 
closed when you choose; I think it will 
be of moderate size on the whole, a condi- 
tion which will be forced upon it by traffic 
congestion, but it will be very much more 
comfortable than are,our own to-day. 

I do not see the 1937 car either as 
amphibious or having wings, as some are 
bold enough to prophesy, but I do see it

With the owners determined to force a 
wage decrease and willing to lock-out the 
miners, and the miners determined to 
strike rather than work for a lower scale, 
a long and bitter struggle is foreseen. 


“ALMOST CERTAIN DEFEAT.” 


However long it may last, almost 
certain defeat for the miners can be pre- 
dicted. The owners say they prefer to 
have the mines closed to paying the pre- 
sent scale, which, they claim, loses them 
money. The non-union bituminous miners 
in Kentucky and West Virginia will con- 
tinue working, as well as the union miners 
in the outlying fields as far west as 
Wyoming, as the owners there are still 
continuing to pay the Jacksonville scale.

ALARMING RUMOURS. 


The illness of King Ferdinand of Rumania 
is the subject of sensational rumours in 
Vienna. Reuter's Correspondent states that 
the Rumanian Legation there has issued a 
denial of reports that the King’s condition is 
critical. The King, says the Legation, is 
merely suffering from influenza, and his 
general condition is satisfactory. 

According to a bulletin issued in Bukharest 
last evening, ‘‘ The King’s condition’ has im- 
proved. His temperature is 97.1 degrees, his 
pulse 100, and his respiration 26.’’ 

Against these assurances, however, must 
be set a telegram from Brussels, announcing 
that Dr. Sluys, the celebrated Belgian radio- 
logist, left Brussels on Thursday night on his 
way to attend King Ferdinand at Bukharest. 
This circumstance gives colour to the graver 
rumours that have reached the Vienna 
Neue Freie Presse from Belgrade that the 
death of King Ferdinand is expected hourly. 
" The Rumanian Government, adds that jour- 
nal’s correspondent, has taken extraordinary 
precautions for the maintenance of public 
order, and to this end strong military forces 
have been concentrated in Bukharest.”’ 

Other reports from Belgrade to Vienna say 
that all private telephonic communication 
between the capital and Bukharest has been 
interrupted. They add that Queen Marie of 
Yugo-Slavia, the daughter of the King and 
Queen of Rumania, left Belgrade by special 
train for Bukharest on Thursday night.

THE RISING TIDE OF 
EXPENDITURE. 


The Times, in a leading article, says :— 
The final returns of revenue and expenditure 
in 1926-27 have followed hard on those 
exiguous railway dividends which first drove 
home to the public the real extent of their 
losses through the industrial follies of last 
summer and autumn. For the second year in 
succession the national accounts have closed 
with a substantial deficit. The balance of 
the Budget, which was struck on Thursday, 
shows an excess of expenditure over revenue 
of £36,693,794, this on the top of a deficit 
last year of £14,038,120. The aggregate 
surpluses accumulated since the war, which 
at the end of 1924-25 amounted to close on 
£430,000.000, have thus been reduced under 
the present Government by over £50,000,000. 
This deplorable result is, of course, mainly 
due to the havoc wrought by the coal dispute. 

During last week’s debate on national ex- 
penditure, in he House of Lords, the Govern- 
ment was subjected to severe, but well- 
deserved criticisms, from both sides of the 
House for its complete failure to check the 
growing extravagance of the Civil Service 
departments. In his reply on behalf of the 
Government, Lord Salisbury attempted to 
transfer the blame from tlie Ministry to the 
House of Commons, which he described as 
the principal criminal in the heavy burden 
which is thrown upon the country. His 
apologia does not: really absolve the Cabinet 
from the primary responsibility of enforcing 
economy, but he did lay his finger cn v.bat 
is, perhaps, the weakest point in our financial 
administration—namely, the absence of any 
efficient machinery of Vesiiashentirs control. 

The experience of the last few years has 
shown that financial control by the Cabinet 
and the Treasury, which is merely the 
servant of the Government, has failed 
signally to reduce expenditure, and 
that under present conditions the effective 
control of Parliament is practically non- 
existent.

ELECTRICITY BILL. 


COMPENSATION OF LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES. 

The Committee stage of the Electricity 
Supply Bill was resumed. | 

Mr. John Good continued the debate on 
Mr. Norton’s amendment, which was de- 
signed to secure that local authorities 
should be paid compensation based on the 
fair market value of their electricity 
undertakings. 

The Minister, he said, had pointed to 
what he described as the immorality of 
using the profits of such undertakings for 
the purpose of subsidiary rates. The local 
authority with which he was conne-:ted 
embarked upon an electricity undertaking 
about twenty years ago. The money was 
raised on the security of the rates. The 
ratepayers had to meet losses for the first 
eight years, after which the undertaking 
became a paying concern, and in the fol- 
lowing decade it had succeeded in paying 
off the liabilities incurred on its behalf. 

Having discharged these liabilities it 
yielded a profit, which the Minister said 
that it would be immoral to use for the 
purpose of subsidising the rates. There 
was nothing at all about. the immorality 
of using the ratepayers’ money for nine or 
ten years in order to make the undertaking 
a success. It was natural that the rate- 
payers should come to the conclusion that 
having borne the responsibility they should 
derive some benefit when the undertaking 
got into a more healthy financial position. 

It was proposed that the Electricity 
Board should take over all the municipal 
undertakings and pay nothing sf sll. 


and take over the stations with only the 
liability on capital account, so that the 
stations that had been wisely financed and 
extended out of revenue instead of capital 
would come worst.out of the deal. The 
proposal was financially and morally un- 
sound: it was confiscation of property, 
and the Dail should not allow it. 


CONSUMERS PAY. 


Mr. Wilson said that, when Deputy 
Good spoke of the ratepayers as having 
paid for a station, he forgot that the 
station was really paid for by the con- 
sumers of electricity.

'This 
will be his second cap, his first being gained 
in the Scottish match last year, when he kept 
a. good goal. 

England’s team is good—a careful blend of 
youth and experience—with that superlative 
stick-work which comes from first - class 

itches. Yet good as it is it can be led. well 
ed, and beaten. The Scottish match is proof 
of the value of an open game, and if Ireland 
can keep the ball swinging, and at her own 
pace, she should win. 

But it will be no runaway victory.
